A record budget of $149,736 for the coming school year was 
adopted this week for the Sierra Madre Elementary School Dis¬ 
trict. 

This figure, which represents an increase of about $18,000 over 
last year's $131,615, was adopted by the school board of trustees 
at a public budget hearing at the school building. Only six per¬ 
sons attended the hearing, and no objections were offered against 
its adoption. 

’Actually, the budgetary increase does not entirely represent in¬ 
creased costs of school operation, and it will not increase the tax 
rate. 

695 to $48,541, but because of 
an Increased assessment tell 
due to new construction dur¬ 
ing the past year, the tax 
rate will not be increased. 
Last year the legal rate of 90 
cents per $100 assessed valua¬ 
tion was set. This year, because 
of the state-required retirement 
charges, the legal rate could be 
boosted to 94 cents. On the 
basis of the adopted budget, 
however, the county auditor 
may establish the rate at 87 or 
88 cents per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation. 

"Most school districts in the 
county have been forced to in¬ 
crease their legal tax rates,” 
Skutt said, "but we have been 
fortunate in this respect.” 

The schools’ superintendent 
pointed out that enrollment this 
year in the lower grades would 
be increased from last year's 
100 students to about 125. 

The higher grades would also 
increase by about 25, he said, 
and the total enrollment will 
be approximately 635 students. 
Last year the enrollment was 
just short of 700, including 125 
seventh and eighth grade chil¬ 
dren who this year will be 
transferred to Pasadena junior 
high schools. 

At the conclusion of the bud¬ 
get hearing, the board held a 
special meeting and moved to 
increase the wages of five part- 
time employees who during the 
past year have had no raises. 
Two cafeteria workers woro 
increased from a rate of SI 
an hour to $1.05. Another 
cafeteria worker went from 
90 cents to $1.05 an hour. 
The bus driver and a main¬ 
tenance man, both on a part- 
time basis, were increased 
from $1.50 an hour to SIM). 
Marshall's Sierra Madre 
Nursery, on a low bid of $38.49, 
was allowed a contract for 
shrubs to be installed on the 
school grounds. 

At the conclusion of the meet¬ 
ing Rudolph Hartman, Sr., an¬ 
nounced that he would present 
his resignation as temporary 
school board member to Board 
President E. Waldo Ward.

Siena Madre uzgently needs a new poet office. Growth of the 
city in the twenty /ears since the present building was erected 
has been so great that facilities are over-taxed and working 
conditions for employees unsatisfactory. These are the con¬ 
clusions of Postmaster Eddie Robertson, who has submitted fig¬ 
ures to the Chamber of Commerce backing up his plea. 

The Chamber approved Robertson's demand and resolved to 
write Rep. Carl Hinshaw, congressman from this district, urging 
him to give his support to the project. 

The Postmaster's figures show that postal receipts have nearly 
quadrupled in the past 20 years, $13,255 in 1927 compared with 
$50,050 in 1947. In the same period, the number of clerks has in¬ 
creased from two to six, carriers, three to eight, clerk and carrier 
substitutes one to five. 

Among the drawbacks of the building on South Baldwin Ave., 
which is leased from a private owner. Postmaster Robertson lists 
inadequate lighting, lack of office space for postmaster, inade¬ 
quate window space, too few lock boxes, inadequate working 
space .and outmoded working equipment. He says he has too 
little storage space and no filing cabinets whatever. Loading 
and unloading has to be done in a public alley, with consequent 
traffic difficulties. There is one wash-room and toilet to acommo- 
date 21 people, including four women. 

The Postmaster is willing to leave open the question of whether 
it would be more desirable to have a government-erected poet 
office or another one privately built, but he insistently wants one 
or the other soon as possible. 

"What we are going to do at Christmas time I simply don't 
know," Postmaster Robertson told the NEWS as he looked around 
at his already crowded quarters.

THE GATHERING STORM by 
Winston Churchill has been fi¬ 
nally published. Most Ameri¬ 
cans have read parts of this 
great work in Life and in The 
New York Times. The Gathering 
Storm is to be published in its 
entirety, of which this is the 
first volume. 

Through the book two dec¬ 
ades of our history unfold, be¬ 
ginning with Versailles, dec¬ 
ades full of “unwisdom, care¬ 
lessness and good nature.” As 
we read we see the mistakes of 
the statesmen as well as of the 
ordinary citizen, and we begin 
to understand with a new 
sharpness our yesterdays and 
perhaps our tomorrows. In this 
great memoir of a man who 
was both actor and observer 
we find amazing frankness. 

Winston Churchill does not 
spare himself nor Britain—nor 
America. We see the great play 
unfold, and the pages are ani¬ 
mated with wit and rage and 
laughter, but always with a 
deep affection and understand¬ 
ing for mankind.

Fire Fighting involves a large 
number of small fires which 
are simple to handle and a few 
large fires that require a lot 
of study (before tackling) and 
a great deal of difficult and 
tedious work. Large fires are 
so infrequent that a fire of¬ 
ficer gets little or no chance to 
develop real proficiency in 
handling all the difficult situ¬ 
ations that arise. Much experi¬ 
ence has been obtained by in¬ 
spections to familiarize the of¬ 
ficer with the “lay of the land” 
and the actual conditions. 

The required time to do this 
in Sierra Madre is limited be¬ 
cause there is not a safety in¬ 
spector nor a fire inspector on 
full time for such duty. Inves¬ 
tigations must be done at odd 
times. Much real fire hazard is 
either reported to the fire de¬ 
partment by a thoughtful citi¬ 
zen or accidently discovered. In 
order that all fire hazards be 
found it is necessary to have 
further inspection. 

Unless a fiTe officer is familiar 
with a building, he is unable 
to direct the fighting of the 
fire until he learns more about 
it. It is clear that the complexi¬ 
ties of a large fire are such 
that officers cannot be expected 
to solve them in an instant on 
the fire grounds. Many matters 
arise that are not considered by 
the “curbstone firefighter”. The 
fire fighter must consider many 
things including water damage, 
occupants, exposures (both in¬ 
side and outside), ventilation, 
location of the fire, salvage op 
erations, and many other im¬ 
portant functions. 

Getting to a fire as soon as 
possible is very important. The 
response must be speedy to get 
at a small fire before it be¬ 
comes a BIG fire. This does not 
mean that drivers are asked 
to disregard safety for speed. 
SPEED above SAFETY is never 
justified. 

HASTE has killed more rire- 
men than smoke or flame. Thir¬ 
ty miles per hour is very fast 
for a fire truck to travel and it 
should never be driven across 
an intersection without the foot 
of the driver being off the throt¬ 
tle, ready to apply the brakes. 
(We still have those who dis¬ 
regard sirens, fire trucks, of 
anything else for that matter.) 

Fire truck drivers must be 
'■'ert for those misauided souls 
who insist on finding out where 
the fire is. 

Taking up the "competitive” 
fire drills again last Friday, 
Udell’s team is runner-up in 
the score to date. The team 
won. The winning time was 57 
seconds which included the 
“hook-up”, laying of lines and 
water from the nozzles. Joe 
Swanson was the official time¬ 
keeper. To win a drill means 
100 points, providing there is 
no serious error such as a leak, 
the dropping of a fitting or a 
tool, etc. At the completion of 
drills, the losers will be re¬ 
quired to furnish a "feed” to 
the winners. 

After last week’s drill, the 
matter of those who only ap¬ 
pear at the drills and meetings 
often enough to save them¬ 
selves from deletion, was dis-

cussed. To be a member of the 
fire department is a serious 
matter and should not be tak¬ 
en up unless one means to 
work sincerely. 

A report on the Glendale 
SGVFA meeting was given by 
Marvin Thomas. Several attend¬

M. Thomas, Joe Grippi, and the 
Mayor, J. M. Steinberger. “Mar” 
reported that everything would 
have been perfect but for the 
poor fellow in the plumber’s 
story, who lost his thumb nail. 

A fire at the City pumping 
plant was costly because of 
damage to a large piece of 
equipment. A tractor with es¬ 
caping gasoline caught fire. 
The quick response of the fire 
Dept, prevented the fire from 
spreading to buildings. Extin¬ 
guishing of this fire was a fine 
piece of fire fighting, regard¬ 
less of criticism. 

The men have agreed to con¬ 
sider taking turns staying at 
the fire station at night in the 
future. A schedule has been 
drawn and placed on the bul¬ 
letin board (in the station). 
Each member is requested to 
learn from this when he is 
responsible for the night shift. 

The fire of last week must 
not be a forerunner of more.

Best loved music includes the

Dream,” “Durang’s Hornpipe” 
and, of course, “Red River Val¬ 
ley.” 

But each piece does not have 
its own set dance. The dance 
pattern is developed entirely by 
the caller in a terminology that 
is Esperanto to the non-danc¬ 
ing layman. 

SASH-AY means one foot 
must follow the other in a side 
motion. 

ALLEMANDE LEFT sends 
the man to his corner girl 
(lady on left) where he ex¬ 
tends his left hand, walks 
around her and she around 
him, then he gives right hand 
to partner. 

PROMENADE is a side by 
side position with man’s part¬ 
ner on right, their hands in 
skating position. 

DOS-A-DOS simply means 
back to back. According to 
Mooney it comes from the 
French carriage where the foot¬ 
men sat back to back instead 
of vis-a-vis. 

SWING YOUR PARTNER 
means right hips touching 
(oops!) in regular dancing po¬ 
sition, walk around twice in 
quick rhythm. 

And then, of course, there’s 
the grand left and right and 
the double elbow swing AND 
the one where couple No. 1 
does a dos-a-dos, pull in couple 
No. 2 and ciTcle four. 

“Just two dish rags,” ex¬ 
plains Bill.

Gobbledegook? Not to sever¬ 
al thousand Southern Califor¬ 
nians who gather weekly to 
swing their partners and prom¬ 
enade in the country’s robust 
revival of square dancing. 

In any room that’s b i g 
enough, the ladies’ long skirts 
flare out and the gentlemen 
bow as they honor their part¬ 
ners, the fiddles scrape and the 
powerful and good-natured 
voice of the caller sends them 
through beautiful patterns of 
America’s old dances, many of 
them kept pure since Civil War 
days. 

Bill (William J.) Mooney of 
Glendora is one of the area’s 
top callers. Friendly, curly- 
headed, he dresses for his part 
in an elaborate cattleman’s 
shirt and boots, but his com¬ 
petency as a professional lies 
in his ability to call more than 
2 00 dances and variations 
thereof. 

"Square dancing,” says he, 
“goes back to the Revolution¬ 
ary days when ‘Sir Roger de 
Coverly’ was the popular dance. 
We differentiate between 
square dancing and the more 
vigorous folk dancing — aim¬ 
ing to keep square dances from 
becoming too complicated. Sim¬ 
ple and symetrlcal is what a 
dance should be.” 

No hill-billy himself. Bill fell 
into square dancing in 1940. 
From dancing he went on to 
calling. Today from his offices 
in Altadena he looks over a 
schedule of 5 to 6 dances a 
week. He has agreements with 
14 clubs with memberships of 
2000 persons. He figures he 
already has taught over 10,000 
persons to sash-ay and dos-a- 
do. 

“Square dancing isn’t done 
farmer hay-seed style any¬ 
more,” he points out. “No more 
whistle and stomp and jump 
three feet in the air. The dan¬ 
cer doesn’t fall down from ex¬ 
haustion now—it’s everybody’s 
dance.” 

Bill contends that square 
dancing has brought hundreds 
of doctors, lawyers and profes¬ 
sional men back onto the dance 
floor which they abandoned 
when the waltz waned into a 
fast two step. 

“Seems to give people an 
outlet, a release from tension, 
to get out there and step 
through the patterns, meet dif¬ 
ferent partners and have a good 
time. Nobody laughs at the 
dancer that makes a mistake. 
Why, last week I was dancing 
and the caller got us so stagled 
up we didn’t know which way 
we were heading!"
